The  general  health  of  the  Patients  and  Staff  has 
been  satisfactory.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  of  maintenance  of 
Patients  continues  to  increase,  and  although  this  is 
chiefly  due  to  the  great  increase  in  the  cost  of  wages 
and  the  high  cost  of  food  and  other  commodities,  the 
large  decrease  in  the  number  of  Patients  in  the 
Institution  has  also  contributed  to  that  result. 

The  Committee  have  made  every  effort  to  obtain 
contract  patients  to  fill  the  vacant  beds  in  the  Institution, 
but  up  to  the  present  have  not  been  successful. 

Members  of  the  Committee  have  visited  the  Patients 
and  inspected  the  Wards  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Only  ordinary  current  repairs  have  been  put  in  hand 
during  the  year,  and  these  have  been  carried  out  by 
the  Hospital  workmen. 

Deputations  from  Boards  of  Guardians  visited  the 
Patients  in  the  Institution  chargeable  to  their  several 
Unions,  and  in  all  cases  left  favourable  reports. 
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A  Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Control  visited  the 
Mental  Hospital  on  the  15th  June  last  and  left  a 
satisfactory  report. 

On  the  29th  May  last  the  Committee  reported  to  the 
Council  with  a  synopsis  of  the  Accounts  for  the  year 
ended  31st  March  last,  and  these  Accounts  have  been 
published  in  the  Committee’s  Blue  Book. 

The  Committee  would  remind  the  Council  that  for 
some  years  they  have  abstained  from  making  precepts 
upon  the  Borough  Treasurer  in  respect  of  the  cost  of 
ordinary  repairs,  insurance  and  superannuation  allow¬ 
ances  at  the  Mental  Hospital,  the  same  having  been 
defrayed  out  of  the  Building  and  Repair  Fund,  which, 
as  the  Council  are  aware,  consists  mainly  of  the 
surplus  in  respect  of  contract  patients.  The  Committee 
regret  that  through  their  inability  to  obtain  further 
contract  patients  to  fill  the  vacant  beds  in  the  Institution 
and  the  greatly  increased  cost  of  materials  and  repairs 
the  Building  and  Repair  Fund  has  become  insufficient 
to  defray  the  cost  of  ordinary  repairs  and  necessary 
improvements,  and  they  were  compelled,  in  January 
last,  to  revert  to  the  previous  practice  of  issuing  precepts 
upon  the  Borough  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  the 
cost  of  these  out  of  the  Borough  Rate. 

No  superannuations  have  been  granted  during  the 
year.

The  Committee  desire  to  express  appreciation  of  the 
manner  in  which  Dr.  Planck  and  his  Staff  have 
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discharged  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  during 
the  past  year. 

The  Committee  also  desire  to  record  their  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  services  rendered  by  Mr.  Hugo  Talbot  as 
Clerk  to  the  Committee  during  the  past  12  months.

The  Medical  Superintendent  has  the  honour  to 
submit  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  to  you  as  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Brighton  County 
Borough  Mental  Hospital,  being  the  Sixty-second  since 
the  opening  of  the  Institution. 

The  Admissions  during  the  year  ending  September 
30th,  1920,  have  been — Males,  71;  Females,  139; 
Total,  210. 

The  Discharges  during  the  year  have  been — Males, 
64;  Females,  112;  Total,  176. 

The  Deaths  during  the  same  period  have  been — 
Males,  34  ;  Females,  47  ;  Total,  81. 

The  Average  Numbers  Daily  Resident  during  the 
year  have  been — Males,  270;  Females,  482  ;  Total,  752. 

The  Numbers  in  the  Hospital  this  day,  30th  September, 
1920,  are — Males,  270  ;  Females,  487  ;  Total,  757.

The  total  number  of  Patients  chargeable  to  Brighton 
and  to  the  Steyning  Union  has  increased  by  21,  viz., 
an  increase  of  Males  2,  and  an  increase  of  Females  19. 

The  Admissions  during  the  year  from  the  Parish  of 
Brighton  and  from  the  portion  of  Steyning  Union  in 
the  County  Borough  of  Brighton  have  been — Males,  63  ; 
Females,  106;  Total,  169. 

Of  the  Admissions,  198  in  number  (excluding 
transfers  from  other  Hospitals),  32.4  per  cent,  of  the 
Males  were  deemed  curable,  and  49.2  per  cent,  of  the 
Females. 

Excluding  transfers  from  other  Hospitals,  the  per¬ 
centage  of  those  discharged  as  recovered  within  the 
year  is  4.5  per  cent,  less  than  last  year,  viz.,  25.8,  as 
against  30.3  per  cent.

The  Discharges  were  176,  of  whom  64  were  Males 
and  1 12  Females. 

Of  the  64  Males  who  were  discharged,  15  had 
recovered,  this  being  a  percentage  of  22.1  on  the 

admissions,  excluding  transfers,  12  were  discharged  to 
the  care  of  friends,  and  37  were  removed  to  other 
Hospitals. 

Of  the  1 12  Females  who  were  discharged,  36  had 
recovered,  this  being  a  percentage  of  27.7  on  the 

admissions,  excluding  transfers,  18  were  discharged  to 

the  care  of  friends,  and  58  were  transferred  to  other 
Hospitals. 

Eighty-one  Deaths  occurred,  viz.,  34  Males,  47 
Females.  The  death  rates,  based  on  the  average 

daily  number  resident,  are  Males,  12.6  ;  Females,  9.8. 
For  both  sexes  10.8  per  cent.  Of  the  total  deaths 
2  were  due  to  tuberculosis,  19  to  bronchitis  or 
pneumonia,  6  to  heart  disease,  9  to  nephritis,  8  to 
general  paralysis,  6  to  old  age,  2  to  dysentery,  3  to 
malignant  disease,  3  to  melancholic  or  manic  exhaus¬ 
tion,  1  to  enteric  fever,  and  the  remaining  15  to 
various  forms  of  brain  disease  or  other  constitutional 
disorder.

The  Mean  Age  at  Death  for  both  sexes  was  58.9 
years — Males,  56.5  ;  Females,  60.7. 

The  Coroner  has  held  no  inquest  during  the  year. 

There  have  been  four  serious  non-fatal  casualties — 
all  of  them  the  result  of  accidental  falls  in  elderly 
Female  Patients.  Two  of  these  suffered  intracapsular 
fracture  of  the  neck  of  the  femur,  the  other  two 
Colies’s  fracture  of  the  radius. 

The  health  of  the  Patients  has  been  satisfactory. 
There  was  an  outbreak  of  Influenza  of  a  benign  type 
on  the  Female  side  in  January,  and  three  mild  cases 
of  Enteric  Fever  in  May  and  June,  but  unfortunately 
one  of  the  latter  died  of  pulmonary  embolism  during 
convalescence.  The  source  of  these  three  cases  could 
not  be  traced.  There  has  been  one  birth,  an  Eastbourne 
patient  being  delivered  of  a  male  child,  four  months 
after  her  admission. 

Two  patients  escaped  during  the  year:  both  Male 
Patients  employed  with  outside  working  parties.  One 
was  recaptured  after  an  absence  of  two  hours :  the 
other  was  found  at  his  home  in  Brighton  and  brought 
back  the  same  evening. 

A  Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Control  inspected 
the  Institution  on  the  15th  June  and  left  a  favourable 
report. 

Deputations  from  the  Brighton  and  Eastbourne 
Guardians  and  the  Eastbourne  Town  Council  have 
visited  their  Patients  and  left  satisfactory  reports. 
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All  the  War-contract  Patients  have  now  left  the 
Hospital.  The  West  Sussex  Patients  returned  to 
Graylingwell  in  October  and  November,  1919;  the 
Napsbury  Females  in  January  and  the  Males  in  May. 

The  new  Burial  Ground  is  now  ready  for  use,  but, 
there  being  still  some  grave-space  in  the  old  Cemetery, 
the  consecration  has  been  postponed  until  next  year. 

Very  little  redecoration  has  been  done  during  the 
year,  but  I  am  glad  you  have  now  decided  to  carry 
out  a  large  amount  of  such  work  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Clock  in  the  Chapel  Tower  has  been  completely 
overhauled  and  renewed  by  Messrs.  Butterfield  &  Co., 
of  Croydon,  and  is  now  in  good  going  order. 

At  the  final  examination  for  the  Nursing  Certificate 
of  the  Medico-Psychological  Association  in  May  last, 
out  of  13  candidates  10  passed  (one  with  distinction), 
and  in  the  preliminary  examination,  out  of  23  candi¬ 
dates  17  passed.  These  results  reflect  credit  on  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officers  who  prepared  the  candidates. 
By  the  new  conditions  of  service,  entrance  to  these 
examinations  is  compulsory  on  members  of  the  Nursing 
Staff,  the  number  of  the  candidates  has  largely  increased, 
and  you  have  therefore  voted  a  substantial  fee  to  my 
coadjutor. 

In  December  Dr.  Harper-Smith,  the  Senior  Assistant 
Medical  Officer,  ceased  to  reside  in  the  main  building. 
His  house  is  close  to  the  Hospital  [grounds,  and  the 
change  has  worked  quite  satisfactorily. 
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The  conduct  of  the  Senior  Staff  has  been  good,  but 
there  is  still  much  room  for  improvement  among  the 
juniors.  Five  members  of  the  Staff  absconded  during 
the  year  and  two  were  dismissed  for  deliberately 
absenting  themselves  without  leave.  A  Female  Nurse 
was  allowed  to  resign  to  avoid  dismissal  for  ill-treating 
a  Patient. 

To  my  Assistant  Medical  Officers,  Dr.  Harper-Smith 
and  Dr.  Forster,  I  accord  my  thanks  for  loyal  and 
efficient  co-operation,  and  also  to  all  the  Official  Staff 
for  ready  help  and  assistance. 

To  you,  Gentlemen,  I  beg  to  record  my  appreciation 
of  your  invariable  kindness  and  confidence.

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THE  CHAPLAIN’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Chaplain  has  the  honour  of  laying  before  the 
Committee  his  Annual  Report. 

There  have  been  no  unusual  occurrences  during  the 
past  year  to  report,  so  we  have  gone  on  the  even  tenor 
of  our  way,  concentrating  our  efforts  upon  carrying  out 
the  daily  routine  of  duties  for  which  we  are  responsible. 

The  customary  services  held  in  the  Chapel  have  been 
made  as  hearty  and  congregational  as  possible.  We 
owe  a  great  deal  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Choir  and 
the  regularity  of  their  attendance  as  far  as  that  could 
possibly  be  attained.  The  attendance  of  Patients  has 
been  well  maintained  and  their  general  deportment 
quite  exemplary. 

On  the  three  festivals — Easter,  Harvest  and  Christmas 
— the  Chapel  is  invariably  decorated,  and  always  with 
much  skill  and  taste.  We  heartily  thank  the  members 
of  the  Staff,  to  whom  we  owe  this  additional  cheerful¬ 
ness  on  those  occasions,  for  their  able  and  willing 
assistance. 

Short  services,  consisting  ofg  Scripture  reading  and 
prayers,  are  held  every  morning  in  both  Dining  Halls 
immediately  after  breakfast,  and  also  on  Sundays  in 
both  Infirmaries  and  Female  Wards,  Male  Wards 
being  taken  on  the  following  morning. 

All  the  Wards,  Infirmaries,  Workshops,  &c.,  have 
been  systematically  visited  during  the  year,  and  the 
Chaplain  has  received  much  valuable  assistance  from 
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the  Matron  and  Head  Attendant,  who  always  accompany 
him  on  their  respective  sides  of  the  Hospital  when  he 
makes  his  rounds. 

The  Chaplain  is  glad  to  feel  that  after  three  years’ 
work  amongst  the  Patients  he  has  gained  insight  as  to 
their  individual  characters  and  dispositions.  His 
experience  shows  him  clearly  that  in  dealing  with  the 
mentally  afflicted  there  are  certain  fundamental  axioms 
which  must  be  acted  upon.  One  is  a  sympathetic 
nature — one  which  attracts  the  sorrowful  and  the 
depressed  instead  of  repelling  them.  He  should  enjoy 
his  work  and  carry  with  him  an  atmosphere  of  hope 
and  cheerfulness,  which  tends  to  inspire  those  with 
whom  he  comes  in  contact  with  renewed  faith  and 
confidence.  Anything  approaching  irritation  or  im¬ 
patience  must  be  entirely  avoided. 

There  have  been  81  deaths  (34  males  and  47  females) 
during  the  past  year.  Of  these,  51  bodies  have  been 
removed  and  30  buried  in  the  Hospital  Cemetery.  By 
burying  under  the  paths  the  accommodation  is  lasting 
out,  and  the  additional  burying  ground  is  ready  for 
consecration. 

During  my  holiday  in  June,  the  Rev.  F.  Townsend, 
now  Curate  of  Earlsford,  Wandsworth  Common,  acted 
as  locum  tenens  for  the  second  time  in  succession.

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REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONER  OF  BOARD 

OF  CONTROL. 


Brighton  Asylum, 

Haywards  Heath, 

June  15th,  1920. 

This  Institution  is  in  my  opinion  well  administered 
and  is  on  the  whole  duly  maintained,  though  there  are 
some  parts  of  it  which  would  be  the  better  of  some 
whitewashing  and  redecoration,  matters  which  will  no 
doubt  receive  attention  when  circumstances  permit. 
The  absence  of  verandahs  are  undoubtedly  a  source 
of  some  difficulty  in  the  outdoor  treatment  of  patients, 
but  I  was  glad  to  see  15  cases  on  the  Women’s  side — 
recent  cases — were  being  so  treated  in  the  gardens 
attached  to  the  Female  Infirmary  Ward.  The  Women 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  are  entirely  segregated  from 
the  other  Patients,  as  also  are  the  Dysentery  cases  on 
this  side,  the  former  being  located  on  the  upper  floor, 
and  the  latter  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Sanatorium. 
The  Male  Tubercular  and  Dysenteric  Patients  are  also 
treated  apart  from  the  others  in  Male  Ward  8.  So  far 
as  it  is  possible  none  of  these  Patients  are  allowed 
even  on  recovery  from  the  acute  stage  to  return  to  the 
ordinary  Wards  of  the  Institution. 
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The  recommendations  of  the  Board  as  to  disinfection 
of  soiled  linen  and  cleanliness  of  the  Patients,  more 
especially  as  regards  those  who  handle  food  are,  I 
understand,  strictly  observed,  and  the  regulations  which 
have  been  issued  by  the  Authorities,  in  reference  to  the 
precautions  which  should  be  taken  in  reference  to  the 
milk,  and  those  connected  with  it,  are  carried  out. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  is  good,  and  of 
the  93  Women  and  12  Men  whom  I  saw  in  bed  but 
five  were  seriously  ill,  the  remainder  being  so  confined 
for  mental  reasons,  minor  ailments,  or  the  feebleness 
of  old  age. 

The  Patients  were  free  of  complaint,  apart  from 
some  appeals  for  discharge,  and  a  few  imaginary 
grievances  wholly  founded  on  a  delusional  state  of 
mind. 

The  Wards  were  well  supplied  with  plants,  books 
and  papers,  except  No.  6  Ward  on  the  Women’s 
side,  where  I  should  like  to  see  some  cheaply  bound 
illustrated  papers,  for  the  use  of  those  who  have  neither 
the  inclination  nor  the  mental  capacity  to  amuse 
themselves  by  reading  general  literature  or  novels. 

The  dinner  on  the  Male  side  was  of  corned  beef 
with  beans  and  bread  ;  on  the  Women’s,  a  very  good 
pea  soup  of  excellent  quality  and  flavour.  The  dietary 
from  day  to  day  is  so  arranged  at  present  that  the 
patients  know  the  exact  nature  of  their  dinners  on 
each  day  of  the  week,  and  I  think  this  might  with 
advantage  be  altered. 
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Since  August  1 8th,  1919,  159  Patients  have  been 
admitted,  six  have  been  allowed  on  trial  (one  being 
granted  a  money  allowance),  158  have  been  discharged 
or  removed,  of  whom  34  had  recovered  and  69  have 
died.  There  are  the  names  of  269  Males  and  475 
Females  on  the  books :  in  all  744,  of  whom  69  are 
classed  as  Private  Patients,  including  21  Service 
Patients.  At  present  but  10  of  these  Service  Patients 
receive  the  benefit  of  the  special  grant  made  in  their 
favour,  those  apparently  only  receiving  it  who  can  be 
trusted  with  and  can  appreciate  the  spending  of  the 
2s.  6d.  allowed  weekly.  Dr.  Planck  will,  for  the  future, 
see  that  the  others  receive  the  equivalent  in  kind. 

There  are  13 1  Out-County  Patients,  114  being 
received  under  contract  from  Eastbourne;  the  other 
17  are  chargeable  to  various  Unions.  At  East  Sussex 
Asylum  12  Patients  are  boarded  out,  and  four  at 
Netherne. 

Two  Patients  are  on  trial,  leaving  in  residence  and 
seen  by  me  742 — 269  Males,  473  Females. 

There  are  to-day  vacancies  for  92  Males  and  38 
Women. 

The  Staff  consists  of  9  Charge  Attendants  and  n 
Charge  Nurses,  39  ordinary  Attendants,  and  56  Nurses 
for  day,  and  9  of  the  former  and  13  of  the  latter  for 
night  duty. 

The  hours  of  work  are  60  weekly,  inclusive  of  meals, 
2^  days  a  week  off  duty  and  a  month’s  annual  holiday. 
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The  Weekly  Maintenance  Charge  for  Home  and 
Out-County  Patients  is  28s.  6d.,  and  for  Private 
Patients  from  30s.  6d.  to  42s. 

No  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded.  The 
death  rate  (per  cent,  to  daily  average  number  resident) 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December  last  was  Males  19.5, 
Females  10.3,  or  together  13.6,  a  considerable  improve¬ 
ment  on  the  previous  year,  which  was  20.54  Per  cent. 
— Males  32.52,  Females  12.58. 

Of  the  69  deaths  recorded  since  the  last  visit,  General 

Paralysis  accounted  for  8.6  per  cent.,  Phthisis  for  14.4 

per  cent.,  and  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis  for  23.1  per 

cent.  There  are  to-day  12  Patients  suffering  from 

Tuberculosis  and  one  from  Dysentery,  and  there  is 

one  case  of  Enteric  Fever  (a  woman)  the  origin  of 

which  cannot  with  any  certainty  be  ascertained.  Seven 

Women  have  been  attacked  with  Dysentery  and  33 

with  Influenza  during  the  period  under  review.  There 

have  been  two  serious  but  non-fatal  casualties,  both 

■» 

the  result  of  accidental  falls  and  causing  fractures  of 
the  right  femur.
